It may safely he forwarded by dispatch mes¬ 
senger via Havana, or by the like; to Nuevitas, 
which is situated near the inland headquarters 
of the revolutionary government. 

“ When were tne officials of the Cuban repub¬ 
lic elected, and under what articles do they 
serve?” 

They were elected in the first year of the 
war, and the; charter under which they serve 
contains some of the best features of the con¬ 
stitution of the United States.

After,abandoning many of our canuls 
a and taking that part of our freight that 
j, could be sent by water from tlie boat 
n companies, we are again sensibly turning 
to the question of water transportation. 

. It seems a little strange to hear men de¬ 
nounce railroad monopolies one day and

Apple Butter Like Grandmothers. 

The first thing to do is to secure soma 
good, sweet cider (apple cider) and boil 
it half away. This should be done the 
day before you expect to begin with the 
apples. I use a porcelain lined kettle 
that holds five gallons. Boil it half 
away and let it remain in the kettle 
overnight on the back of the stove. The 
advantage of this is it is warm aud will 
begin cooking earlier. As soon as possi¬ 
ble the next morning I begin and pre¬ 
pare the apples as for sauce and put in¬ 
to the cider all it will hold. Fill the pot 
full to the top, and as it cooks soft keep 
putting in more apples to keep the ket¬ 
tle full: until it is quite thick and let 
cook slowly and stir very often, as it 
will bum very readily If. it is over too 
hot a fire. It needs to be cooked a long 
time. I never finish mine in one day; 
simply move it back on the stove where 
it will not cook, but keep warm over¬ 
night When it is done, it will be cooked 
away considerably and thick and dark 
like a jam or marmalade. Do not sweet¬ 
en until nearly done, as it burns more 
quickly, and by cooking away as it does 
it might be too sweet. Use white sugar 
and sweeten to taste. I use no spices, as I 
consider they spoil the flavor of the cider 
and apples: If they are used, they should 
be of the very best and carefully added. 
This recipe keeps perfectly without be¬ 
ing put up airtight. I put it in stone 
jars and tie a cloth over it merely to 
keep out: d ust.—Practical Far mer.

BEECHER’S ABOLITIONISM. 

It Aroused "Threats Against His life and 
Against IU<V:hnrclt. 

Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher, in a graph¬ 
ic, reminiscent article entitled “When 
Mr. Beecher Sold Slaves In Plymouth 
Pulpit” in The Ladies’ Home Journal, 
tells of the peri] in which the famous 
preacher placed his life by his fearless- 
advocacy of the abolition of slavery. ‘ ‘In 
1847 Mr. Beecher became the pastor of 
Plymouth chnrch, Brooklyn, aud in his 
inaugural sermon,” she says, “hofrank., 
ly stated the position that he intended 
to hold in opposition to hnman slavery. 
The majority of the chnrch members 
agreed with him, but the majority of 
the people of New York and Brooklyn 
were southern sympathizers. Of the re¬ 
alities of slavery they knew nothing. 
They regarded it sentimentally, as a pa¬ 
triarchal institution that had come down 
from Biblical times and that gave the 
southern people ample leisure to develop 
into charming ladies and eloquent poli¬ 
ticians. 

“Mr. Beecher came to open the eyes 
and arouse the consciences of these sen¬ 
timentalists, and he encountered as bit¬ 
ter an opposition as> that which he had 
faced in Cincinnati.* He was abused as 
a negro worshiper, he was threatened 
With personal violence, a mob was 
formed in New York to tear down the 
church in which he preached. I have 
known him, in response to my entreat- 
< ies’to be careful, to walk in the middle 
*of the streets of Brooklyn, with his 
i hand on the revolver in his pocket, lest 
he should be suddenly attacked. Letters 
announcing the dispatch of infernal ma¬ 
chines to our house were often received 
—in fact, they averaged one or two per 
week. 

“I remember that one day an immense 
box came by express after the receipt of 
such a letter. I was afraid to open it and 
equally afraid that Mr. Beecher, who 
never knew fear, would open it as soon 
as he returned, sol sent for a policeman, 
and, after being thoroughly soaked, the 
box was found to contain a life size ne¬ 
gro doll. ”

I On the subject of the theater, an en¬ 
thusiastic young first nighter would 
probably have given Morris up. after the 
first attempt to gather his®opinion of 
“The Seoond Mrs. Tanqueray” as an 
ordinary citizen who had never formed 
the habit of playgoing, and neither knew 
nor cared anything about the theater 
except as a treat for children once a year 
during the pantomine season. BufMor- 
ris would have written for the stage if 
there had been any stage that a poet and 
artist conld write for. When the Social¬ 
ist league once proposed to raise the 
wind by a dramatic entertainment and 
suggested that he should provide the 
play, he set to at once and provided it. 

And what kind of play was it? Was 
it a miracle play on the lines of those 
scenes in the Towneley mysteries be¬ 
tween the “shepherds abiding in the 
field,” which he used to quote with 
great relish as his idea of a good bit of 
comedy? Not at all. It was a topical ex¬ 
travaganza, entitled “Nupkins Awak¬ 
ened,” the chief “character parts” be¬ 
ing Sir Peter Edlin, Tennyson and an 
imaginary archbishop of Canterbury. 
Sir Peter owed* the compliment to his 
activity at that time in sending social¬ 
ists to prison on charges of “obstruc¬ 
tion,” which was always proved by get¬ 
ting a policeman to swear that if any 
passerby or vehicle had wished to pass 
aver the particular spot in a thorough¬ 
fare on which the speaker or his audi¬ 
ence happened to be standing their pres¬ 
ence would have obstructed him. 

This contention, which was regarded 
J3 quite sensible and unanswerable by 
;h8 newspapers of the day, was put into 
i nutshell in the course of Sir Peter’s 
summing up in the play. “In fact, gen¬ 
tlemen, it is a matter of grave doubt 
whether we are not all of ns continually 
lommitting this offense from our cradles 
:o our graves.” This speech, which the 
real Sir Peter of course never made, 
hongh h8 certainly would have done so 
lad he had wit enough to see the ab¬ 
surdity of solemnly sending a man to 
irison for two months because another 
nan could not walk through him, es- 
lecially when it, would have been so 
asy to lock him up for three months on 
ome respectable pretext, will probably 
:eep Sir Peter’s memory green when all 
lis actual judicial utterances are forgot- 
en. 

As to Tennyson, Morris took a social- 
st who happened to combine the right ■ 
ort of beard with a melancholy temper- 
ment and drilled him in a certain por- 
mtous incivility of speech which, taken t 
-Om the quality of his remarks, threw 
light on Morris’ opinion of Tennyson 
'hich was all the more instructive be- ( 
ause he delighted in Tennyson’s verse j 
s keenly as Wagner delighted in the f 
insic of Mendelssohn, whose credit for ( 
ualities of larger scope he nevertheless ( 
■rote down and destroyed. J 

Morris played the ideal Archbishop { 
imself. He made no attempt to make 
p the part in the ordinary stage fash- j 
m. He always contended that no more £ 
as necessary for stage illusion than £ 
ime indistinct conventional symbol, c 
such as a halo for a saint, a crook for a ( 
bishop, or, if you liked, a cloak and . 
dagger for the villain and a red wig for a 
the comedian. A pair of clerical bands a 
and black stockings proclaimed the Arch¬ 
bishop. The rest he did by obliterating t 
his humor and intelligence and present- v 
ing his own person to the audience like 
a lantern with the light blown out, with ^ 
a dull absorption in his own dignity j, 
which several minutes of the wildest M 
screaming laughter at him when he en¬ 
tered could not disturb. I laughed im- r( 
moderately myself, and I can still see e] 
quite clearly the long top floor of that p . 
warehouse in the Farringdon road as I 
saw it in glimpses between my parox- ^ 
yarns, with Morris gravely on the stage a . 
in his bands at one end; Mrs. Stillman, q 
a tall and beautiful figure, rising like a C( 
delicate spire above a sky line of city 
chimney pots, at the other, and a mot¬

There has been no other such success- p( 
fnl first night within living memory, I

• or plainly dangerous and destructive. 
The capture of the wild elephant and 
his careful training are things oarried 
out under an admirable'and scientific 
system, which gives to the administra¬ 
tion in all its branches and to the native 
courts a superb staff of massive and 
faithful servants, the commissariat and 
artillery elephants. 

Although they will seldom or never 
breed in captivity, the grand oreatures 
are easy to keep and manage, invaluable 
for many special purposes, and at their 
demise whatever tusks they may carry go 
to the world’s stock of ivory. The older 
it is the better generally its quality. But, 
in any case, how senseless it seems to ex¬ 
tirpate the living source of this beauti¬ 
ful commodity, as the reckless hunters j 
aud ignorant native chiefs and mer¬ 
chants are still allowed to do in central 
Africa! When shall we see the govern¬ 
ments of these various regions sensible 
enough to perceive aud proclaim that 
live elephants are very much more valu¬ 
able even commercially than dead ones, 
and that the preservation of these state¬ 
ly and serivceable animals shall be 
henceforward a fixed policy for African 
benefit? ’ 

It has been truly remarked that di¬ 
rectly the native and foreign hunters 
are convinced that one live elephant is 
worth dozens of tusks they will be as 
keen to preserve the animal as they now 
are to exterminate him. We might plead 
earnestly, even upon the ground of ses- 
theticism and natural science, for 'the 
protection in future of the noble beast, 
Whose majesty and tranquillity of mien 
so well become his silent haunts and 
philosophic, harmless existence. The 
ears of those, however, who massacre 
the innocent giant to cut from him 20, 
or. 30 pounds of material for paper 1 
knives and shoe horns would be closed 1 
to such remonstrances; The best hope of 1 
all who understand the value of the el- : 
ephant for Africa is that even the most * 
ruthless of his assassins may come to 1 
learn that they are destroying their own 
markets. The rest is for official authori¬ 
ties to do. But certain it is that if de- * 
cided measures be not promptly taken * 
there will be no elephants to save and, ■ ( 
we shall see in another continent the 6 
shameful human sin and folly perpe- * 
trated which has stripped America of £ 
every free living vestige of her noble I * 
droves of bison.

THE TIPPING QUESTION. 

1 How It Is Practiced at Home and Abroad 
and the -Need ^or a Reform. 

The question of “tipping” seems 
; small enough in detail, but rather im¬ 
portant wheu exaggerated. 

A woman who spent last winter in 
one of the most sumptuous of New York 
hotels says she invariably gave a quar¬ 
ter to her waiter at breakfast and lunch¬ 
eon, those being meals taken alone. At 
dinner time she was joined by her hus¬ 
band, who always handed the servitor 
60 cents. 

The latter sum seemed to evenly fill 
the man’s idea of what was due him, 
and his “Thank you, sir!” was bland 
and gracious, but the lady’s modest 
quarters always fonud their grave in 
the black waistcoat pocket, with no ex¬ 
pression of gratitude from the recipi¬ 
ent’s face t which wore a meaning look, 
as of one who says, “Women are mean, 
an never knows ’ow to do thq right 
thing by a man, but one ’as to put up 
vjith ’em.” 

It is only in reckless, good natured 
America that optional fees are so much 
larger than they ought to be. A dollar, 
which is a common enough sum for a 
man to give at dinner in a fashionable 
restaurant, would make a French wait¬ 
er stare, although he would have the 
presence of mind to pocket it quickly. 

In Paris there is an unwritten scale 
which apportions 5 per cent on the 
amount of a customer’s bill as a tip. 
Thus a person ordering a dinner that 
costs $2 would, on settling his bill, add 
10 cents for the attendant. 

It is time we had either a legal or in¬ 
formal rule governing tips in this coun¬ 
try, and it is to be hoped that some rioh 
persons will help on the reform. 

It will never be done by those whose 
means are really small enough to feel 
the fax, for it is one of the errors of the 
impecunious to.feel obliged to show as 
much liberality as a millionaire, even 
if, like the guest in “Charley’s Aunt,” 
he has to borrow half a dollar from the 
butler with which to tip him.—Illus¬ 
trated American.
